Detectives Are Disposed to 


Search for Another 


Explanation. 


Chicago. July

president of the Chicago, Indianapolis 
and Louisville railroad (The Monon 
Route) was murdered in his home at 
Winnetka, a suburb of this city today, 
and the police are searching for a 
wounded man as the murderer. 


While no one saw the shooting. It is 


believed that Rawn shot his assailant 
as the 
police discovered a trail of 


blood 100 feet long, near the Rawn 
residence. 


Two shots were heard by Mr. Rawn's 


family and his revolver was found 
with one discharged cartridge in it. 


But one bullet was found. It is be- 


lieved that It is the one that passed 
through Mr. Rawn's body just below 
his heart. 


Mysterious Motive Hinted. 


While It Is believed that burglary 


was the motive, private detectives inti- 
mate that there may have been, how- 
ever, another motive. 
Private detec- 


tives declare the work of the man who 
broke into the house was not that of, 
an expert burglar. 
A screen 
door 


through which he had entered had been 
forced open by breaking off the latches. 
The detectives 
say that 
a. burglar 


could easily have cut away the screen 
without making the noise which must 
have been caused by the breaking of 
the latches and which Is thought to 
have awakened Mr. Rawn.

Aviator Ehrmann Flying at 


Barcelona Meets With 


Unique Mishap. 


STRICKEN BIRD 


FALLS TO GROUND 


Aviator Escapes Without a 


Scratch in Manner 
Most Miraculous. 


Barcelona. Spain. July 20.—While he 


was making a /-ross-country flight, to- 
day Aviator Ehrmann's aeroplane was 
struck by lightning and fell blazing to 
the ground. The aviator escaped un- 
injured, which is regarded as almost 
miraculous 


There has never been a more start- 


ling aerial exhibition than that which 
Ehrmann 
unwillingly 
afforded, 
and 


those who witnessed it could hardly 
believe their eyes when the air man 
emerged from the singed frame-work 
none the worse for his experience. 


He was sailing along at a moderate 


height when he got in the path of a 
sky-bolt. Instantly the aeroplane was 
enveloped in flames, its canvas wings 
shriveled up. and, clinging to the skel- 
eton of his craft. Ehrmann came down 
with a thud. 
Aviator Ehrmann heretofore has not 


figured prominently in flying events 
and the novel accident occurring to 
him today brings him into prominence 
for the first time.

Coburn, a son-in-law of the victim.

Investigation Into Merits of 


Proposed Advances Not 


to be Delayed. 


Washington, 
July 
20.—Important 


advances In freight 
rates recently 


made by the railways In eastern class- 
ification territory will be suspended 
voluntarily by the railroads until No- 
vember 1, next. This agreement was 
made by a committee representing the 
carriers, and by Chairman Knapp of 
the Interestate Commerce commission. 


Chairman K-n«pp Explain*. 


Chairman Knapp authorized the fol- 


lowing announcement concerning the 
voluntary action taken by the rail- 
roads: 
"It being understood that the com- 


mittee would exert Its authority un- 
der the new law and suspend all gen- 
eral Important rate advances made for 
the purpose of Increasing revenue the 
principal carriers In official classifi- 
cation territory, through a committee 
appointed for the purpose proposed to- 
day voluntarily to postpone the effec- 
tive date of such advanced rates until 
November 1. next and an arrangement 
to that effect was adopted. 


Will Not Delay Investigation. 


"This will not delay Investigation 


and decision as -to the reasonableness 
of the. proposed advances, but 
will 


obviate the necessity at this time for 
numerous suspension orders 
which 


otherwise would be made." 


It Is not unlikely that a similar ar- 


rangement may be made between the 
commission and the carriers in the 
western trunk line association terri- 
tory. 
Such an agreement, it Is be- 


lieved,' will be reached before the end 
of the present week. 
The 
carriers 


have taken this attitude in order to 
facilitate the work of the commission 
and to insure speedy consideration of 
the tariffs to be suspended.
